Their decision, with all that it may 
mean ‘to the continuance of relations 
between the United States and the Dual 
Monarchy, will be reached before Presi- 
dent Wilson leaves Washington tomor- 
row for his honeymoon.

There were 
some -things in the press text, it was 
explained, that were not clear to the 
State Department until the official text 
had been read. Altogether, the impres- 
sion left by the official version is that 
the Austrian note is less defiant than 
the press version indicated. = 
But. the Vienna Government’s re- 
sponse, as a whole, is regarded as un- 
satisfactory. It is even more than that. 
Viewed in the most favorable light, it 
is unacceptable to the United States 
Government. ati 
The main, perhaps the only, quéstion 
for the President and the Sécretary of 
State to determine is whether the an- 
swer is sufficiently sincere to justify 
giving the Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment another opportunity to agree to 
accept the position of the United States. 
The indications tonight are that a re- 
sponse will be sent by. Secretary Lans- 
ing to the Vienna Government’s com- 
munication, but this may be in the 
1orm.

One More Chance for Austria. 


The. position of the Administration, 
since ‘the text of the Austro-Hungarian 
note was received, may be said to be as 
follows: If a study of the note by Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing con- 
vinces .them that the Vienna Govern- 
ment is actuated by a sincere desire to 
reach an agreement with the | United 
States as to the differences over the 
Ancgna sinking, the reasons that actu- 
ated this Government in making ‘its de- 
mands for disavowal, indemnity, and 
punishment of the submerine command- 
er will again be set forth with the pur- 
pose.of clearing away possible misun- 
derstanding.

KOENIG SUSPECTED BEFORE. 


Was Active in Case of Stahl, Who 
Made Lusitania Affidavit. 


Paul Koenig, chief of the secret serv- 
ice of the Hamburg-American Line, and 
supposed to be the disbursing agent of 
the steamship company, has been men- 
tioned several times in connection with 
German plots in this country, and he 
has been directly accused by newspa- 
pers and citizens of being the paymaster 
of those who have committed acts cal- 
culated to further the plots. ; 

Koenig's name first. figured during 
the investigation and trial of Gustav 
Stahl, who made an affidavit that he 
had‘seen cannon on the Lusitania just 
before she sailed on her fatal voyage, 
and who subsequently confessed to per- 
ury, for which he was sentenced to 


serve eighteen months in the Federal 
Prison in Atlanta. 

Stahl disappeared soon after making 
his affidavit, and the Federal authorities 
searched for him until Koenig, early last 
June, went to the Government officials 
and advised them that Stahl was in Al- 
bany and would return to.New York.

But if Koenig hoped to convince the 
Government of good intentions on _ his 
part by'the production of Stahl, he 
failed, for it resulted in his coming more 
under suspicion than ever. 


' Stahl’s Flight. 


The theory of the whole proceeding 
was that when Stahl found it difficult 
to make the Government accept his af- 
fidavit he went to Koenig, -who decided 
that Stahl ought to leave town until 
things had quieted down. Stahl, ac- 
cordingly, went to Albany, while Koenig 
remained here to do what he could to 
make things more comfortable for every 
one concerned. According to report 
current at the time, Koenig went to one

HORN’S PLOT FAILED 


Dynamiter Tried to Destroy Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad Bridge. 


The only other plot against Canada 
that has. been discovered was the at- 
tempt of Werner Horn, who said that he 
was @ Captain in the Germany Army, to 
blow’ up the Canadian Pacific Rafiroad 
bridge over the St. Croix River, ‘which 
forms the international boundary Tine 
between Maine and New Brunswick, On 
Feb. 2 last Horn exploded a quantity 9f 
dynamite at the Canadian end of the 
bridge, but the structure withstood the 
shock.and did not collapse. 

Horn fled to Vanceboro, Me., where he 
was arrested on the complaint of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad. He imme- 
diately made the plea that, as a German 
officer, after committing an act of war in 
an enemy country, he had taken refuge 
in a neutral country and, according 
international law, could uot be delivered 
into the authority. of the one country... 
The British Embassy in ashington 
made formal application for the extradi- 
tion of: Horn, but, before deciding the 
question, the Government indicted Horn 
under its own laws for the illegal inter- 
state transportation of dyn te. 

Horn was arraigned in Boston on this 
charge, and refused to plead. A plea of 
not guilty was entered for him by direc- 
tion of the court, and the trial was post- 
pened to await a decision on an appeal, 

he trial has not yet been held. 


SEEKING SWOBODA’S RECORD. 


Former du Pont Employe May Be 
Army Cook, Later a Convict. - 
Special to The New York Times. 

SALEM, N. J., Dec. 17.—John Swo- 
boda, a former employe of the du. Pont 
Powder Company, who was arrested 
yesterday on the suspicion that he might 
know something about the explosion at 
the powder works at Penn Grove on 
Nov. 30, when thirty-one persons were 
killed, is still held here under $1,000 
bail, his arraignment having been post- 
poned for a week to allow time for his 
record to be looked up. 

Swoboda is held on the technical 
charge of petty larceny and, according 
to the authorities, he has admitted that 
he has been in prison, while denying 
that he knows anything about the recent 
explosion. He says he is a Frenchman, 
born in Lyons, but brought to San Fran- 
cisco when he was a year and a half 
old. He took out his citizenship papers 
on Dec. 21, 1899, and says he has served 
in the United States Army as a Cor- 

oral. He has papers showing he was 

onorably discharged from the Forty- 
seventh Volunteer Regiment of Brook- 
lyn after the Spanish-American War. 


The arrest of Swoboda recalled yéster- 
day to the police in Brooklyn the story 
of a.man named Jacob Swoboda, at.one 
time a member of the Forty-seventh Reg- 
iment, «wher served: thhougis the Spanish- 
American war as a cook for the officers’ 
~~ and later served several’ terms in 
prison. . \ 

After his discharge from the army 
Swoboda got a place as butler in a 
wealthy New York family. He disap- 
peared with bric-a-brac, and when 
eaught was convicted of larceny and sen- 
tenced to Dannemora Prison for six 
years. After his release Swoboda went 
to Pennsylvania and served six years in 
the prison at Harrisburg for larceny. He 
returned to Brooklyn, and was arrested 
again for burglary. n June 23, 1911, he 
was sentenced: by Judge Fawcett in the 
Kings County. Court to serve four years 
in Sing ‘e. Prison.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The United 
Sta how-has the most formidable sys- 
tem: Of..cbast defenses in the world, but 
they are so weekly manned, in the opin- 
ion of experts in the army, that in time 
of war-or threatened invasion they 
would ptove a source of positive, danger, 
instead of protection, if they were not prop- 
erly. provided with officers and men. In 
one 6f the most important and frankest 
stateménts of inherent weaknesses of 
the Atherican military status, this opin- 
ion is set forth in.the annual report of 
Brig. Gen. Erasmus M. Weaver, Chief of 
Coast ArtilNery, made public tonight. 

The report indicates that the ‘coast 
and mine defenses are short 530 officers 
and 10,828 men of the regular establish, 
ment and 271 officers and 9,891 men of 
the National Guard, @ total of 21,520. 

After explaining the strength of the 
American coast defense system in ma- 
terial and its weakness in personnel, 
General Weaver's report sounds this 


indees essential that this 
tramee personnel of the regular coast 
artillery. be provided, if our system 
of coast defense is’ to be efficient 
on the outbreak of war with any 
maritime power. It must be. held 
in mind. that in. any event’ the 
coast line would, immediately.on the 
declaration of war, become the _threat- 
ened line.

Short 10,000 Militia. 


According to General Weaver the’mini- 
mum force necessary to man the coast 
defenses of the‘country is 1,942 officers 
and 47,176 men. Under the policy of 
1908, adopted by the War Department, 
half the forts in the United States were 
to be manned by regulars and half by 
State militiamen. This policy has been 
a failure. To man the forts in conti- 
nental United States would require 940 
officers and 29,847 men from the regular 
establishment, and 711 officers and 17,- 
329 men from the militia of the States. 
For the insular possessions there are 
required 291 officers and 6,800 enlisted 
men of the regulars. 

General Weaver points out that the 
States have fallen short by about 10,000 
men of the number necessary to furnish 
their quota for manning the forts of the 
country. In the 1915 inspection, he says, 
the militia coast artillery mustered only 
440 officers and 7,438 men. New York 
furnished 2,091 coast artillery militia- 
men, but some coast States, among them 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, and Texas, 
have not furnished a single coast ar- 
tilleryman. 

General Weaver says there are now 
408 mortars in the coast defense system. 
Of these only 280 can be manned. There 
are 128 important guns that cannot be 
manned at all through lack of men. 
There is only one 16-inch gun, and no 
men to handle it. There are twenty- 
four 14-inch guns, but seven only of 
these are manned. Of 111 12-inch guns 
there are seventy-five manned and thir- 
ty-six without men to fire them. 


$41,000,000 in Guns Not Manned. 


Only half of the 131 10-inch guns can 
be manned. Only sixty-four of the 276 
3-inch guns can be manned. As to 
other guns, the situation is: Twenty 
out of forty-nine 8-inch guns can be 
manned; 104 out of 206 6inch guns can 


be manned; eleven out of fifty-two 
5-inch guns can be manned; five out 
of thirty-one 47-inch: guns can_ be 
manned, and two out of four 4-inch 
guns can be manned. 

General Weaver says the value of the 
guns which cannot be manned at all is 
$41,000,000. To provide for the shortage 
of men for the coast defenses, he con- 
tinues, will cost approximately $5,750,000 
extra annually. 

Discussing the status of the American 
coast defense system, General Weaver 


says: : 

‘““The European war has confirmed 
in @ remarkabie way the value of coast 
fortifications. All that has ever been 
claimed in the way of coast fortifications 
being able to successfully resist the at- 
tack of war ships in an attempt to run 
by. has been and is being demonstrated 
at the Dardanelles. Beyond question, 
it has been established that gunfire 
ashore is more than an equal match for 
gunfire: afloat. Similarly the fortifica-

One-third of Army Overseas. 


One-third of the total actual strength 
of the United States Army is serving 
overseas, according to the report of 
Brigadier General Henry P. McCain, 
Adjutant General of the army. The 
actual strength of the army is 105,258, 
of which number 68,258 officers and men 
are serving in the United States, and 
87,735 officers and men are serving over- 
seas. In the Philippines we have 455 
officers and 12,454 men, making a total 


of 12,909 in the regular army besides 
5,616 Philippine Scouts, of which 182 
are officers. 

The next strongest overseas garrison 
is that in Hawaii where we have 322 
officers and 9,199 men, making a total 
of 9,521 men. The Panama Canal Zone 
gomes third at the present time, with 
a garrison of 192 officers and 6,151 men, 
a total of 6,343. In Alaska the army 
has 770 officers and men, in China, 
1,406; in Porto Rico, 707, and there are 
467 officers and men en route or at 
other foreign stations. The troops sta- 
tioned in China are the headquarters, 
with the band and first and third bat- 
tallions, of the 15th Infantry. In 
addition to seventeen military at- 
tachés, the army has eight officers on 
duty as observers with European 
armies.

NEED OF MILITARY SCHOOLS. 


Gen. Wood Thinks Their Methods 
Should Be Standardized. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U. S. A., 
addressed the Queens Chamber of Com- 
merce in Long Island City last night, 
urging preparedness along the lines sug- 
gested oy President Wilson. Following 
his address the Chamber adopted reso- 
lutions requesting the representatives 
‘of Queens in Congress to support the 
President’s policy. 

“The question of military training,” 
said General Wood, “is one. in which. all 
people are much interested. Among the 
methods which are now being made use 
of to give our young men the elements 
of military training we have the sys- 
tematic but rather unco-ordinated work 
which is being done by land grant and 
military colleges, and the work of the 
students in so-called military colleges, 
such ag the Virginia Military Institute, 
the Norwich University in Vermont, 
Pennsylvania State Military College, and 
many others.’ At the institutions are 
about 40,000 young men, who are-receiv- 
ing military imstruction, nearly all of 
them under officers of the army, active 
or retired. We have here a splendid 
source of material for volunteer officers. 

‘* What we need to do is to standardize 
the training, and get these young men 
tor at least two Summers in camps of 
intensive training in conjunction with 
regular troops. This would give them 
the practical finishing up as it were of 
their theoretical work, and would give 


us a lot of good young men for vol- 
unteer or reserve officers.”

M. Alype points out that the French 
railroad conan the French port 
or Jubitil with Addis Abeba in Abys- 
sinia would make possible the rapid 
transportation of troops to the coast, 
where, within four days, they eculd 
reach Suez or in five days Bas- 
sora in Mesopotamia. The Abyssinian 
trocps, he also noted, are already -vell 
armed, having 800,000 to 1,000,000 
modern rifles, all manufactured since 
1911, partly in Germany, but for the 
mest part by Belgium. The co-opera- 
tion of the Japanese fleet is suggested 
for the transportation of Abyssinian 
troops to Egypt or Mesopotamia. 


SOCIALIST PEACE MOVE. 


German Party Said to Have Made a 
Proposal to the French. 


LONDON, Saturday, Dec. 18.—The 
latest move of the German Socialists is 
an attempt to bring the Socialistic Party 
of France into an agreement for an 
early peace, says the Amsterdam corre- 
spondent of The Express. 

In support of this statement the cor- 
respondent cites an appeal in the Vor- 
warts to the French Socialists to re- 
nounce France’s’ claim to  Alsace- 
Lorraine, promising in return that the 
German Socialists will bring pressure to 


bear upon the German Imperial Chan- 
cellor to patch up an early peace. 


FRENCH CHECK TURKS’ FIRE.

- PARIS, Dec: 17.—The French War Of- 
fice tonight issued the following report 
of the operations at the Dardanelles:

The second’is the landing of an army 
at the Albanian ports of Durazzo and 
Avlona, with Monast®- and the rear of 
the Buigarian line on the Serbo-Grecian 
frontier as the objective. 

The third is the landing at Kavala and 
Dedeaghatch of the 120,000 troops which, 
since the middle of September, have been 
on the islands Lemnos and Rhodes. 

The Italian censorship is very strict in 
regard to the publication of information 
indicating future naval or military opera- 
tions, and, when in the middle of Oc- 
tober, the invasion of Serbia by the 
Teutonic armies and the Bulgarians was 
well under way, and the /press of Paris 
and London -‘-‘2d that Italy was pre- 
aring for a» Balkan campaign, the 
Ministry of the Interior warned the press 
of the Peninsula not to take part in 
the surmises of the foreign journals. In 
the first week in November they re- 
ceived a second warning, and volun- 
tarily pointed out that ‘‘the careless 
and unofficial utterances of the press of 
London and Paris might prove of. the 
reatest value to the Germanic enemy.”’

It will replace conquest by eo- 
operation and will. establish the democ- 
racy of nations. In: this Germany is 
not guided by altruisti¢ ‘motives, but 
by ‘enlightened self-interest,” It ‘is to 
the interest of Germany that the Balkan 
States enjoy peace and stable: govern- 
ment, -that, Turkey develop. her re- 
sources, that Persia be ‘independent, 
that Egypt.determine her own economic 
policy, that the door remain open in 
China, that the laws of the sea be made.

Whlson’s Friends Have Brought. 
About More Amicable Rela-« 
tions with the Fusionists.

One of the Republican members of 
the Brown. Committee which is in« 
vestigating the finafces of New York 
City, said yesterday that the conduct 
of the Democratic lawmakers -on that 
body in rushing to the defense of the 
Mitchel administration whenever it was 
assailed, showed a complete reversal of 
the-Tammany attitude toward the in- 
quiry. 

Théfe are only three Democratic mem~ 
bers on the committee, Senator. Robert 
I. Wagner and Sheriff-elect Alfred #. 
Smith, Tammany leaders of the Senate 
and Assembly respectively, and Senator 
Thomas H. Cullen, nestor of the Senate 
and an important cog in McCooey’s 
Democratic machine in Kings. 

“When this investigation was first 
being discussed at-Albany toward the 
close of the session,’”’ said this Republi- 
can member of the Brown Committee, 
“the Tammany members vied with the 
Republicans in their ‘eagerness to sup- 
port the proposal.

POISON PEN WRITER 
RELRASED ON BAIL 


Miss Samuels, After Alleged 
Confession to Authorities, 
Pleads Not Guilty. 


HARD TO GET COMPLAINANT 


Of 20 Persons Who Received Scur- 
rilous Letters Only One Vol- 
unteers to. Prosecute. 


Miss Theresa Samuels, or Tessie Sam- 
uels, as she signs her name, an under- 
sized but rather comely young woman 
of Gositen, N. ¥., who is accused by the 
Post Office authorities of sending scur- 
rilous letters to young women whose 
engagements to marry had been publicly 
announced, was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Houghton in the 
Federal Building yesterday afternoon, 
charged with having sent improper mat- 
ter through the mail. She was released 
in $5,000 bail, furnished by the Na- 
tional Surety Company, and her case 
will be presented to the Federal Grand 
Jury on Monday. 

Before her appearance in court, Isaac 
Levy of O’Gorman, Battle & Vandiver, 
who appeared for her, sought to have 
the hearing go on without the appear- 
ance of his client. He explained that 
he desired to save her as much annoy~ 
ance as pessible. He asked that thé 
charge be read to him and he would 


ask for an adjoarnment, To this Assist- 
ant United States ‘District Attorney Ed- 
ward W. M¢Donald objected, insisting 
that Miss Samuels be brought into 
court. Commissioner Houghton decided 
that the usual course should be fol- 
lowed, and it was thef- that the pris- 
oner was led in from the corridor. 

Miss Samuels walked quietly forward 
and stood at the table. Mr. Levy stood 
ust back of her, and prompted the 
ew answers she made. hen asked to 
plead she replied in a low voice, Not 
uilty.”’ 
eV mmediately after pleading, the pris- 
oner was escorted out a side door into 
the Marshal’s room. . There followed 
the negotiations for “ball, which bo 
fixed by Commissioner Houghton at $8, 
0u00. Mr. Samuels said that he could 
furnish that amount, but as he did not 
have the necessary papers to allow him 
to qualify as bondsman, the amount 
was afterward reduced to $5,000, and it 
was furnished by the surety company. 

There are twenty poison pén letters 
in the possession of Assistant United 
States District Attorney McDonald, The 
orm of these and the handwriting con- 
vinced the authorities that they were 
all penned by the same pefson. 
writer, who signed herself as the wife o 
the particular man her victim was en- 
gaged to marry, in every casé — 
she was a deserted wife and the mother 
of twins. 

Maay parts of the letters weré un- 
printable. Although it was known that 
there were twenty letters written, the 
authorities found difficulty in finding a 
complainant. Those who received the 
poison pen letters were not willing to 
court the notoriety that would follow 
the prosecution of the case. One com- 

lainant agreed to allow her letter to 
be used, and so Miss Samuels is charged 
only with the sending of one poison pen 
letter. This was sent to Miss Nellie C. 
Hoffman at Tonawanda, Penn., who is 
now the wife of Assistant United States 
District Attorney Claude A. Thompson, 
= charge of the Anti-Trust Bureau 
ere. 

Specimens of handwriting reached 
Postmaster Fitzpatrick at Goshen, and 
in this way the trail led to Miss Sam- 
uels, who is one of the best-known wo- 
men in that town. She was arrested on 
the street there on Thursday and taken 
into the Occidental Hotel, where she 
was questioned by the Inspectors. They 
say she broke down and confessed. 

‘““When did you. first begin to: write 
these letters? *’ Post Office. Inspector 
Fitch asked. 

‘“About two years ago,’”’ he said she 
replied. 

He then showed her the first of the 
series in the Government’s possession. 
It was dated July, 1914. 

“Is this the first one you wrote?” 
he asked, 

He said that she told him it was and 
that she had written all the letters. 
She said that about two years ago sheé 
had an unhappy love affair and she did 
not want other women to marry and be 
unhappy. She got the names of the per- 
sohs and addresses, all of whom were 
personally unknown to her, from the so0- 
ciety columns of the newspapers. 

One of the letters is said to have 
caused the unexpected trouble and an- 
noyance to Joseph L. Egan, an attorney 
connected with the legal department of 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, who was recently married to a 
daughter of Frederick Gerken, ‘he 
banker and financier. Mr. Egan’s fiancée 
a week or so before the day set for the 
wedding received a poison pen letter, 
which she promptly turned over to her 
father. The latter immediately demand- 
ed from Mr, Egan an explanation of the 
information contained in the sé¢urrilous 
missive, and when the lawyer reached 
the banker’s home he found his intend- 
ed bride and her mother 80 overwrought 
that a physician was summoned to look 
after thém. r, Egan easily convinced 
his intended father-in-law that the 
charge made in the letter was untrué.

TYTANIC CLAIMANTS 
10 ACCEPT $464,008 


Tentative Settlement Reached 
by Lawyers Represent- 
ing Both Sides. 


SOME MAY HOLD OUT 


Prefer to Await Judge Mayer’s De- 
cision—Suits Aggregate 
$16,804,112. 
— 


For some weeks negotiations havé 
been in progress between the Oceanic 
Steam Navigation Company, the owner 
of the White Star Line, arid the law- 
yers of claimants .on- account of the 
Titanic disaster for a settlement of their 
claims. As filed with eXander Gil- 
christ, Jr., Clerk of the District Court, 
they. reached the total of $16,804,112, 
which, even allowing for the consid- 
erable scaling down of some of them, 
which on their face were excessive, was 
out of all proportion to the amount for 
which the steamship company would be 
liable if it was enabled to establish the 
limitation of ‘its liability under the 
American law. That. only requires the 
owner of a vessel to pay compensation 
for the loss of life or property to the 
amount of salvage and freight and pas- 
sage moneys, and in the case of the 
Titanic this is only $87,772.12, which, 
with interest added, now amounts to 
about $112,000. 

The negotiations have beén 80 far suc- 
cessful that last night C. C. Burlingham 
of Bburlingham, Montgomery & Beecher, 
counsel for the sceecnentp company, an- 
nounced that ‘‘ counsel for the Various 
claimants for loss of life, baggage, &c., 
have liquidated the claims. as between 
themselves at about $2,500,000, and the 
great majority of the lawyers who ftep- 
resent these claimants have agreed with 
the White Star Line to.recommend to 
their clients to accept $664,000 in full 
settlement of all claims filed in this 
country.”’ 

The way this tentative settlement has 
been reached Hag béen through a com- 
mittee composed of some of the law- 
yers with large interests in the case, 
among whom were Hunt, Hill & Betts 
and Harrington, Bigham & Englar, who 
have gone throtigh the claims as pre- 
sented, and hé&ve scaled them down. 
They have endeavored to standardize 
them, so as to allow the same amount 
of compensation to similar cases, and 
to cut down those which were palpably 
extravagant. Those lawyers who .hav 
been members of this committee wil 
now advise their clients to accept the 
offer of the steamship company, whith 
works out. at between 26 and 27. per 
cent. of the revised claims. 

It is not certain yet, however, that all 
the counsel Interested in. the case will 
assent to this settlement, and A. Leon- 
ard Brougham, who was a in 
the early stages of the litigation, and 
was fined by Judge Hough $ for con- 
tempt of court in order to bring one of 
the points of the controversy to an is- 
sue, said last night that he would not 
advise his own Clients to accept this 
compromise. 

Mr. Brougham is confident that a bet- 
ter settlement may be obtained by 
awaiting the decision of Judge Mayer 
in the Federal District Court in the 
suit tried before him last June to de- 
cide the right of the Oceanic Steamship 
Company to take advantage of the Iilm- 
itation of liability granted by the Amer- 
ican statutes. In the first place, the 
claimants efhdeavored to show that the 
White Star Line on technical grounds 
could not claim the protection of ‘this 


‘law, but was under the British statutes, 


but this was decided against them in 
May, 1914, by the Supremé Court of thé 
United States. 

The result was that last Summeér ar 
claimantS8 again attacked the right o 
the steamship company, alleging that 
there were such defects in the naviga- 
tion of the Titanic as well as in its con- 
struction as to render its owners liable 
for the settlement of the claims in full. 
The decision. of. Judgé Mayér on this 
suit has not been rendered. In Mr. 
Burlingham’s statement it is announced 
that after the Oceanic Steamship Com- 
pany had won its victory on technical 
grounds ‘a settlement was ee 
but the negotiations to this end were 
not successful.””’ Then artes, thé case 
in which negligence was alleged hed 
been argued before Judge Mayer “the 
negotiations for settlement were re- 
newed, with the result that most of the 
claimants by their counsel agreéd to a 
compromise on thé basis of §664,000, 
which is to be distributed to the claim- 
ants pro rata. A formal agreement has 
been drafted by counsel and only awaits 
execution.”

RACE ON SPEEDWAY

Automobile Classic to be Con- 
tested at Sheepshead Bay 
on May 13, 


Although the Contest Board of the 
American Automobile Association will 
not give the official sanction for a few 
weeks yet, it has been learned that for 
the first time in the history of the Van- 
| derbilt Cup race the contest will be 
held on a speedway instead ‘of a road 
course. The race is scheduled to return 
to New York after a lapse of six years 
and ‘will be held on May 13, at the 
Sheepshead Bay Speedway. The last 
time that New Yorkers viewed the race 
was in 1910, when Harry Grant drove a 
six-cylinder Locomobile to victory at 
an average speed of sixty-four miles 
an hour. 

The Indianapolis Speedway Corpora- 
tion entered a bid for the event with 
the Motor Cups Holding Corporation, 
which has control of the trophy and 
decides when and where it shall be con- 
tested for. The Indianapolis Speedway 
promoters were especially anxioug to 
get this classic, as heretofore the open- 
ing of the Indianapolis Speedway has 
been the starter of the motor racing 
season, and has consequently attracted 
many cars and motor enthusiasts to 
that city. Moreover, of late years it 
has been the: custom to hold the Grand 
Prix race a few days after the Van- 
derbilt Cup race over the same course, 
and this further attraction would com- 
pletely overshadow the opening of the 
Indianapolis track. 

At the Automobile Club of America, 
which controls the Grand Prize race, it 
was stated that ag yet the Sheepshead 
Bay Speedway Corporation has not ap- 
plied for this event. At the offices of 
the Motor Cups Holding Corporation it 
was stated that the officials were out 
of town and could not be reached, and 
the same report was issued from the of- 
fices of the Sheepshead Bay Speedway 
Corporation. 

The Vanderbilt Cup ig a perpetual 
challenge trophy presented by W. K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr., and first contested for 
on Long Island in 1904, when Heath, 
an American driver, won the race with 
a Panhard at an average speed of 52.02 
miles an hour. With the exception of 
1907 the classic was held on the Long 
Island course until 1910, when, on ac- 
count of the danger attending the hold- 
ing of the race over the’ winding coun- 
try roads, the event was transferred to 
the Savannah Grand Prix course. In 
1912 the race was held in Milwaukee, 
and in 1918, due to a dispute between 
the drivers and the managers, no con- 
test was held. 

The fastest time made fn the winning 
of the trophy was at Santa Monica, 
Cal., in 1914, when Ralph De Palma 





drove his car across the finish line with 
an average of 75.60 mileg an hour. Last 
year the race was held in connection 
with the Panama-Pacific Exposition, 
ever a course which was partly a.speed- 
way and ‘partly a section ofthe boule- 
vards of the exposition grounds. 

Back in the days when the race was 
held at Long Island, New. York was 
a Mecca for automobilists. for weeks 
before the race. All the farms along 
the course were hired out, as parking 
spaces, and places. were ‘reserved at 


the dangerois:turns for months in ad- |. 


vance, where: spectators expected.to see 
smashups. The night before the race 
there was a-general exodus from .the 
city at a late hour, as the contest was 
etarted at daylight, and most of the 
enthusiasts spent the night in the seats 
of automobiles at the rail of the track, 
waiting for the dawn and the starting 
gun. * 


TURFMAN JOHNSON HOME. 


Returns from England, Where Rac- 
Ing Is Severely Restricted. 


On the liner Minnehaha, which arrived 
yesterday, was Edward Johnson, who at 


one time trained for the late William C. 


Whitney, H. K. Vingut, Ralph Ellis, and 
a number of other prominent American 
horsemen, both in England and France. 
This is the first visit Johnson has made 


‘to the United States, where he was born, 


in eighteen years. 

Asked about racing conditions in Eng- 
land and France, Johnson said: 

““We have not had any real racing in 
England for some. months. While the 
public want it, the Government has 
placed so many restrictions upon the 
sport that it has virtually been impossible 
to hold meetings. 

““The reason for this is that the 
French are opposed to racing during the 
war. In fact, they have given up all 
kinds of amusements. They seem to 
think that this is no time for sport, and 
they apparently have brought the Eng- 
lish Government around to their way cf 
thinking.”’ 

Johnson has brought over five high- 
class yearling fillies. He intends to re- 
main in the United States. If he is suc- 
cessful in finding a purchaser for his 
youngsters, he expects to be able to con- 
tinue training them. 

The horses are to be taken to Dur- 
land’s, where they will be sold next 
week, at the time the yearlings from 
Clarence H. Mackay’s French stock farm 
are disposed of. ' .

The three students 
who were dismissed will have an oppor- 
tunity to return to college at the start 
of the next term, but. lose all credit 
for work performed so far this year. 


Baseball has been barred at Allegheny 
College in favor of track athletics. The 
Athletic Association has voted against 
baseball, partly because of the lack of 
success that has attended the teams 
and also because the sport did not re- 
ceive the backing of the students. The 
money which would ordinarily be de- 
voted to baseball will this season be 
diverted in favor of the track team.

NATIONAL RIFLE PLANS. 


Colleges and ScHools Again to Par- 
ticipate In Shoots. 


Arrangements are being made by the 
National Rifle Association for the in- 
door league matches, to be shot by civi- 
lian, university, college, school, and 
military school rifle clubs,* during this 
Winter. : 

Letters’ notifying the clubs that the 
matches will be shot, together with 
entry blanks and the conditions for the 
contests, have been sent to the secre- 
taries of the clubs, and the N. R. A. is 
now making up the classes for the 
various leagues, and preparing the tar- 
gets for shipment to the clubs. After 
these targets have been used, they will 
be returned to Washington, where the 
scores will be determined and ‘announce- 
ment made of the results. 

The conditions governing the college 
and school clubs will be the same as 
those of last ‘year, with the exception 
that the ore and one-half incly sighting 
bulls-eye target will be used. The shoot- 
ing will be done from the prone posi- 
tion in the college matches. 

In the civilian club matches as many 
as ten men will shoot on a team, and 
the five highest scores will count. Each 
man will fire twenty shots prone at 
seventy-five feet und any kind of a 
sight, except telescopic, may be used and 
placed upon any part of the rifle. 

The official N. R. A. gallery target 
for seventy-five feet having five count- 
ing bulls of two-inch diameter will be 
used. To certify tothe scores, the clubs 
have been invited to recommend a judge 
to supervise the shooting. 

It is hoped to have four leagues of 
twelve clubs each in various sections 


of the country, the winning club in 
each league to receive medals.

STOPS BOXING BOUT 


Leach Cross Punches Former 
Champion Into Helplessness 
When Referee intervenes. 


The ring career of Ad Wolgast, the 
former lightweight champion, received a 
severe check last night at the Harlem 
Sporting Club, when the referee stopped 
the bout between the Western boxer and 
Leach Cross at the end of the sixth 
round. With both eyes closed and 
blood streaming from an old wound the 
former title’ holder staggered to his 
corner helpless when the gong ended the 
hostilities in the sixth round. 

Many of the spectators doubted the 
wisdom of permitting Wolgast to keep 
his engagement with Cross. When the 
former title holder entered the ring his 
left eye “was partially closed and a 
patch of adhesive plaster hid from view 
the cut over the forehead which the 
boxer received during his bout with 
Frankie Whitney at Atlanta last Tues- 
day night. That Wolgast received a 
severe mauling on that occasion was ap- 
parent to the many spectators, and this 
handicap increased as the bout pro- 
gressed. 

For three rounds Wolgast made a 
creditable showing and held Cross even, 
both on offensive ang defensive wofkK. 
He forced the dentist to resort to his 
covering-up tactics repeatedly and land- 
ed many vicious blows on Cross’s body 
with the hope of weakening him. The 
plan was only partially successful, as 
before the. local man showed any out- 
ward signs of punishment he had ren- 
dered the Western boxer almost help- 
less, ‘ 

Cross bored in and paid particular 
attention to Wolgast’s eyes. He hit his 
opponent on.the head in the second 
round, the blow knocking the plaster 
from the wound, which bled freely. : It 
was impossible to stop the flow and 
each successive round found Wolgast 
growing weaker. Urged on by his sec- 
onds, Cross forced the fighting in the 
sixth round and soon had Wolgast help- 
less on the ropes. Wolgast was able 
to put up a stiff resistence at infight- 
ing, but at long range he was unable 
to gauge his blows on account of .fail- 
ure: to see his man, 

When the gong sounded Wolgast pre- 
sented a pitiable sight. He tottered to 
his corner a thoroughly beaten man. 
He sank helpless on the camp stool and 
would have fallen to the floor of the 
ring but for the assistance of his 
helpers. Cross watched the effects of 
his gruelling punishment from the oppo- 
site corner of the ring, smiling grimly 
as he realized the utter helplessness of 
Wolgast. ; 

While the Cross-Wolgast contest feat- 
ured the triple fistic attraction, the bout 
between Benny Leonard of New York 
and Joe Mandot of New Orleans easily 
led in importance from a_ pugilistic 
standpoint, as it eliminated one of the 
foremost contenders for the lightweight 
title and gave Leonard his first clean 
knock-out since joining the professional 
ranks, 

The men gave a remarkable exhibition 
of scientific boxing for six rounds, when 
Leonard scored a clean-cut victory. He 
wore the Southern boxer down with 
Snappy jolts until he reduced him to a 
state of exhaustion. 

Leonard met Mandot’s rush in the 
seventh session with a straight left, 
which staggered the New Orleans boxer. 
A right cross to the jaw followed which 
dropped Mandot. The latter arose to 
his feet only to be met with right and 
left smashes, and as he swayed to 
one side Leonard caught his man flush 
on the jaw with a stinging right, which 
ended the contest. 

The opening bout brought out Joe 
Welling, the Chicago lightweight crack, 
and Young Brown. It was a gruelling 
contest and each boxer left the ring 
badly punished. Only in the closing 
round did the local pugilist make any

If difficulties attend the preparation 
of Austria’s reply to our Ancona note 
they are of her own making or in- 
herent in the character of her Govern- 
ment. She cannot escape them, she 
will] not be allowed to gain time by 
irrelevancies and evasions. 

It is a fact, stated as a fact in our 
note, testified to by Austria’s report 
from her dwn Admiralty, that the 
Ancona, a peaceful merchant ship, 
with only noncombatants on board, 
was torpedoed and sunk after she 
had obeyed the command to stop 
and while a large part of her crew 
and passengers were still on board. 
That was a crime, an offense against 
law, “inhumane and barbarous.” The 
case involves no question of the time 
allowed the passengers to take to the 
boats, and we shall allow no such 
question to be raised. Provision for 
the safety of the passengers was de- 
manded, regardless of the time re- 
quired. The passengers and crew 
were not saved, they were sent to 
their death. For that act of savagery 
on the part of her naval officer Aus- 
tria must atone. 

Her one way of atonement is the one 
set forth in plain English in our note: 
She must denounce the act of the 
submarine commander, punish him, 
and make reparation to us. If she 
refuses she must take the conse- 
quences. And she must make her 
decision without further delay. 








GERMANY’S NEXT LOAN. 

Dr. HELFFERICH on Tuesday ad- 
dressed the Reichstag in support of 
another loan of $2,500,000,000, and 
demonstrated that Germany’s credit 
was improving, while that of the Allies 
is deteriorating. Germany’s loans sell 
at constantly higher prices, and the 
Entente’s loans sell at constantly 
lower prices. The demonstration would 
be more convincing if the compar- 
isons were between like things. The 
comparison of Germany’s credit in 
Germany with that of the Allies in 
the world’s markets reveals nothing. 
If the doctor desired to convince neu- 
trals rather than Germans he would 
make a comparison between the cred- 
it of Germany and the Allies in the 
same market, that is to say in the 
only world market at the present time 
on a scale of billions—New York. 
The suggestion touches the weak 
point in Germany’s armor, both eco- 
nomic and military. Germany has 
lost its overseas trade, and with it 
has gone its international credit. With 
each speech the doctor makes ex- 
change marks a new minimum for 
Germany, while the exchanges are 
moving favorably to the Entente 
countries. The reason the world be- 
lieves that the success of the Ger- 
man war loans is “ fictitious ’’—an ac- 
cusation he makes by answering it— 
is that the world believes that Ger- 
many is living on its capital and ¥s 
deceiving itself by reliance upon in- 
creasing supplies of currency. 

Germany can print the ‘“ cash” 
which will pass between Germans, 
but it can offer nothing acceptable 
outside Germany except upon terms 
which are a confession that the doc- 


/ "\.. ftor’s. finance is satisfactory only to 
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Germans. They cannot possibly un- 
derstand why a constantly rising is- 
sue price for the German loans is not 
p demonstration of betterment of con- 
ditions, particularly since the doctor 
remarks again that the subscriptions 
@re in “cash.” The gold security for 
the cash, however, has steadily fallen 
with each new issue, and is now the 
lowest for any of the four leading 
mations at war. The French are 
voluntarily paying gold to a consider- 
able extent on the “loan of victory,” 
although the doctor says that “ des- 
perate efforts”’ are needed to float it. 
The fact is that the response of the 
French people is one of the marvels 
of the war. While the Germans pay 
“cash” the French pay gold until 
the Bank of France now hoids above 
a billion dollars in gold, a quarter 
of a billion having been paid in recent 
weeks. No bank ever before held 
puch a sum, and French and British 
wohange ia rising, while marks are 


falling, with a slight recovery yester- 
day. .In this city marks have fallen 
below. %7, or about 20 per cent. below 
parity: In Geneva on Thursday the 
mark had fallen to a franc, the lowest 
since the war. The discount on Aus- 
trian kronen Is 34 per cent. When 
exchange is thus against both allies 
neither can help the other. 

It is clear that the doctor does not 
cenvince other countries. He does 
not even convince Germans, as ap- 
pears from, the ‘fact that laws are 
nécessary to force the people of Gef- 
many to surrender even the gold in 
safe deposit boxes. Finance by com- 
pulsion is the beginning of the end. 
Germany will lose more credit than 
she can gain by such laws. Anc the 
gold. in Germany. is useless for ex- 
change, If the Treasury released it 
it would be gone forever, for Germany 
has no means of replacing it. Ger- 
many produces ng gold and at present 
has only a semDlance of commerce. 
Even in normal timés Germany has to 
import many of the necessaries of life 
and industry, but then is able to pay 
by exports. If Germany now wishes 
to import food, except from its allies, 
it must pay ruinously through the de- 
preciation of exchange. That is to 
say, Germany must pay the nominal 
values, substantially in entirety, with- 
out offsets by exports. The world 
does not believe that can long be done, 
nor that Germany ean live upon itself 
indefinitely. There are substitutes 
for many things, but none for food. 
Finance can be falsified, but stom- 
achs cannot be fooled. Germany can 
neither get nor pay for food or raw 
materials. Her military ana banking 
successes are a poor offset. The weak 
point of the doctor’s address is nat- 
urally not in what he says, but in his 
omissions. His silence on commerce 
is ominous, Germany’s competitors 
are better fed and paid now than in 
peace times. No doubt it is accom- 
plished at enormous cost, but the 
process can be maintained longer 
than in Germany’s manner, whatever 
may be the facts of the present con- 


ditions. 
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A WOLVERINE DISCOVERER. 

Senator WILLIAM ALDEN SMITH of 
Michigan has just put himself too 
high for rivalry above the serried 
columns of Favorite Sons. If the 
tariff that fell from heaven is to be 
the hub and centre of Republican 
issues in 1916, Mr. SmiTH is the most 
senseless and fit candidate for Presi- 
dent. He told the awestruck Repub- 
lican County Committee of this county 
on Thursday night that there is a 
close connection between patriotism 
and a protective tariff. He inter- 
preted Germany and Great Britain, 
military efficiency and national pa- 
triotism, in terms of protection and 
free trade: 

Germany is a striking example ofa 

successful protective tariff. Any pol- 
icy that places the foreigner on an 
equal footing with those who live 
under our flag is an unjust one. I 
think that the reason the British have 
responded so slowly to the call to 
arms is that there is a great weak- 
ness in the British Empire. Their 
fundamental fiscal and financial pol- 
icy, under which the foreigner may 
poach upon the unprotected markets, 
is the trouble. 

If free trade weakens patriotism, a 
tariff for revenue, for which the Re- 
publican name is ‘‘ Democratic free 
trade,” must also weaken patriotism. 
The Dingley tariff, the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff, were patriotic and causes of 
patriotism. The Wilson tariff was, the 
Underwood tariff is, unpatriotic, un- 
derminers of patriotism. Boiled down, 
the formula which the Hon. WILLIAM 
ALDEN SMITH exhibits to a dazed 
world reads: ‘“ Patriotism is: protec- 
tion.’’” Therefore the Republicans are 
the only American patriots, and, there- 
fore, Senator WILLIAM ALDEN SMITH 
is, and of right ought to be, the “ log- 
ical’’ Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent, and no other Favorite Son need 
apply. 

As the present prosperity is inde- 
fensible, not being of Republican 
origin, protection does well to appear 
for this occasion only not as Prosper- 
ity but as Patriotism. 
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THE NATIONAL PARKS. 

The national parks of the United 
States cover almost five million acres. 
In variety of scene and charm there 
is no rival to these pleasure grounds 
of the American people. What with 
the war and the San Francisco Fair, 
more Americans than eyer before, 
though still far too few, have seen 
some of these scattered paradises this 
year. Of 600,000 Easterners who 
went west for the first time, it is 
estimated by the National Civic As- 
sociation that each visited at least 
one of the fourteen national ‘parks. 
Every one of these visitors has a new 
and keen interest in this great 
domain, “‘ the rarest places of grandeur 
“and beauty for the enjoyment of the 
world.” Secretary of the Interior LANE 
says, in a report which every Ameri- 
can should read. 

In the course of the year the Rocky 
Mountain Park in Colorado has been 
added to the playgrounds. “ It crosses 
“the Rockies at a point of supreme 
“ magnificénce.”’ The Continental 
Divide runs through it. It has 200 
lakes. Bighorn’ and bear are in its 
green seclusions. To read about it is 
to long for a vacation. All this wealth 
of scenery, these unspoiled health re- 
sorts, these great game reserves, such 
as the Yellowstone has become in the 
forty-three years since it was opened, 
should be made accessible, “ as avail- 
able,” Mr. LANE says, to all the citi- 
zens of the United States “‘ as Switzer- 
land and Italy make theirs.’’ Gospel 
truth. Indeed, why should Americans 
talk dithyrambically about Italian

so on, if they know not their own 
rocks and mountains, the waterfalls 
and glaciers, the “chasmed glooms ” 
of canyons, thé loveliness ‘of lakes, 
forests of strange trees, a still virgin 
empire of nature? ; 

To speak not merely of the beauti- 
ful, but the terriblé, there is a 
primeval desolation, a sombreness as 
of some dead world, in somé regions 
of: our American parks that is 
hardly found e)sewhere. A Purgatory, 
an Inferno, as well as a Paradise. The 
passion for moyntains, for wild Alpine 
scenery, 1# very modern. The feel- 
ing of the Americans for natural 
beauty and terror is yet only partially 
developed. Some personal, historical, 
romantic, legendary association has 
too often to be linked with a cliff, a 
lake, or a mountain before it interests. 
The: love of natural beauty for it- 
self has come, has grown; and no- 
where can it be gratified more amply 
and more fruitfully than in the na- 
tional parks. The people are getting 
interested then. The aim of the Gov- 
ernment; and it is a laudable aim that 
must be caried out, 

is to open them thoroughly by road 
and trail and give access and accom- 
modation to every degree of income. 
* * © If Congress will but make the 
funds available for the construction 
of roads over which automobiles may 
travel with safety (for all the parks 
are now open to motors) and for trails 
to hunt out the hidden places of beau- 
ty and dignity, we may expect that 
year by year these parks will become a 
more precious possession of thé people, 
holding them to the further discovery 
of America and making them still 
prouder of its resources, aesthetic as 
well as material. 

The National Parks Committee of 
the National Civic Association, which 
is doing mighty good work to increase 
popular appreciation of the national 
parks and to enlarge their facilities 
for taking care of travelers, favors 
the creation by Congress of a bureau 
in the Department of the Interior to be 
called the National Park Service. The 
draft of a bill for that purpose pro- 
vides for a Director at $6,000 a year, 
as the head of that bureau, and the 
appointment of such assistants, ex- 
perts, and other employés as the 
Secretary of the Interior deems neces- 
sary. Under the Secretary’s direction, 
the Director is to supervise, managé, 
and control the national parks, the 
Hot Springs Reservation, and all 
national monuments and lands re- 
served for historical associations, An 
Advisory Board of thrée members, 
one a landscape architect, appointed 
by the Secretary, will advise the Di- 
rector on matters of park adminis- 
tration and of “primary landscape 
or engineering importance.” With- 
out going into details, it is enough to 
say that in the matter of rules and 
regulations, leases, game and scenery 
protection, and in every way, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior and the National 
Park Service are to promote in- 
telligent conservation and a public 
enjoyment that will impair in no de- 
gree that of future generations. For 
these purposes the very modest sum 
of $100,000 is asked. It should be 
given. It couldn’t be given for a pub- 
lic object of more enduring value. By 
the way, our Canadian neighbors have 
a Dominions Parks Commission that 
works excellently. One result of it is 
millions of money from tourists. 

“See America first” is already a 
classic. Put by its side ‘“‘ Get America 
ready to be seen,’”’ wise words of Mr. 
Enos MILts, Chairman of the National 
Parks Committee. 
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REPUBLICAN “AGGRESSION.” 

. Whether an army shall assume the 
offensive or stand on the defensive 
does not by any means always de- 
pend on itself or its leaders. It de- 
pends quite as much upon the temper 
and the tactics of the opposing force 
and on the nature of the ground to be 
fought over. 

The members of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee announced their in- 
tention to prepare for, and to wage, 
an “ aggressive campaign” next year, 
and their first step is to fix the date 
of their convention one week in ad- 
vance of the meeting of the Dem- 
ocratic Convention. They will thus 
put their program and their candidate 
before the country some two or three 
days before the Democrats assemble, 
and, probably, six or seven days be- 
fore they announce their candidate 
and program. It seems a rather 
piffling advantage. So far as its 
“ ageressive ” significance goes, every- 
body knows that the party position 
will be attacked as soon as it is taken 
and the party leaders will have their 
work cut out in defending it. 

The instinct of these leaders, as well 
as inherited habit, will tend to make 
them criticise and condemn the Dem- 
ocratic Administration. The out- 
standing features of that Administra- 
tion’s work, legislative and executive, 
are the reform of the tariff, the re- 
form of thé banking and currency 
system, éfforts at trust regulation, 
the problem of Mexico, the problems 
arising from the European war, and 
the policy, adopted in principle and 
likely to be embodied in legislation by 
next Juhe, of preparedness for na- 
tional defense. Taken together, these 
do not now seem to be matters as to 
which it will be easy to work the 
change in public opinion which must 
be brought about if the Democratic 
Party is to be dislodged. As a whole 
they constitute a notably creditable 
record of skill and intelligence and 
fidelity. They may be criticised, but 
criticism mus@® be constructive and 
practical. It must answer the ques- 
tion which every man of sense will be 
sure to ask of the Republican leaders: 
“What do you propose to change, and 
how?”

ADVOCATES OF DEFENSE AND ITS 
OPPONENTS. 

Admiral DewEy has not taken any 
large part hitherto in the public dis- 
cussion of our national defenses, at 
least since the movement to strengthen 
them began to take shape and the 
plans of the Administration were made 
public. As Chairman of the General 
Board of the navy he has sigtéd the 
annual report of that body, soon to be 


which is apparent in the quotations 
from it by Secretary DanrEts, but until 
yesterday he had not appeared before 
the public as an advocate of defensive 
measures. Of his settled conviction 
that the United States Navy should be 
enlarged and reformed in order to meet 
its possible requirements there has 
never been any doubt. -The General 
Board has urged a strengthening of 
the navy year after year, and the voice 
of the General, Board is the voice of 
Admiral Drwer. In his letter to Rep- 
resentative GARDNER, which was read 
in Congress, the Admiral speaks 
strongly in favor of naval extension. 
His assertion that “only a navy 
“strong enough to meet on equal 
“terms the navy of the strongest pos- 
“sible adversary” is adequate for us 
might be regarded as a statement of 
an obvious fact. But the fact has not 
always been recognized. We had 
fallen into the habit of looking upon 
our navy as a fine and inspiriting 
show. We liked to boast that “man 
for man and ship for ship” it was the 
equal of any other navy. Man for 
man and ship for ship it was all that 
we fancied it to be, but we have tardily 
awakened to thé realization that both 
ships and men have been too few for 
defense, that the arts and science of 
modern warfaré have developed far 
beyond the development of our navy. 
Admiral DEweEt’s idea of the possi- 
bility of the landing of foreign hostile 
troops at many points on our coasts 
unprotected by big guns, if our navy is 
not made stronger, is common property 
now. It is the idea of all the soldiers 
who are urging stronger land defenses. 
It is worth noting, however, that the 
Admiral believes that no such landing 
would ever be attempted if we had 
as strong a navy as we ought to have. 

We cannot do better in the circum- 
stances than to begin upbuilding the 
navy with as little delay as Possible, 
and for’ that purpose the acceptance 
of the program of naval extension 
submitted to Congress by the Navy 
Department will answer present re- 
quirements. Changes may be made in 
the program as the years pass, but it 
will serve as a beginning just as it 
stands. Admiral Dewry’s letter there- 
fore amounts to an argument in favor 
of quick and favorable action on the 
plan now before Congress. Its térms 
are perfectly clear and justify no 
caviling. No plan in its inception will 
ever satisfy the larger navy advo- 
cates, but there is provision in this for 
the gradual building of as large a navy 
as we shall require, one that will be 
“ready” at all times in comparison 
with the readiness of other navies. 
Any sound arguments for defense 
must tend to favor the adoption of the 
plans of the Administration relating 
to the army as well ag the navy. 
There are many who honestly think 
the plans do not go far enough, but in 
both cases they provide for all that 
can possibly be accomplished in the 
next year or so. 

The outlook for the acceptance of 
the plans is good, but there aré many 
disturbing influences at work. The 
pacifists may not count for much, but 
arguments like TAVENNER’s, to which 
we referred yesterday, appealing to 
ignorant prejudice, and such dubious 
plans as that injected into the debates 
of Congress by Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia, may serve to delay action 
through the session. We must ex- 
pect the employment of many such ob- 
structive devices. Without the slight- 
est relation to the Government’s plans 
for regular army extension, the de- 
velopment of a reserve, and the forma- 
tion of a large force of citizen soldiery, 
Senator WokkKs’s bill provides for the 
organization of a Pacific Coast army 
reserve of 200,000 men, permanently 
under call, who shall all have gardén 
farms at nominal refits and shall be! 
employed, when not needed for de- 
fense, in digging ditches and building 
dams. Not devoid of merit in itself, 
this measure is obviously presented at 
the wrong time and in the wrong way. 
If it is to be seriously considered, it 
can only be regarded as a deliberately 
obstructive measure. Senator SHarF- 
ROTH’s queer bill, which provides for 
annual appropriations for defense, 
controlled by a newly appointed and 
needless board, until an international 
tribunal for the settlement of all dis- 
putes is established, must be looked 
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tion of national defense. is imperative 
Trifling with it is unjustifiable Of 
Course, when thé rhillennium arrives 
we shall need néithér ’rmy nor navy.

But why is it that there still lingers in 
not a few minds the old prejudice against 
“administrative ’ expenditures—against 
expenditures other than in the direct 
handing over to the poor.of doles and 
alms? For these, indeed, there is a re 
and constant nécessity, and none of the 
charitable organizations thinks of nes 
lecting it, but all of them both feel, and 
easily can prove, that their most effi- 
cient endeavors to improve social and 
economic conditions are not in the direc- 
tion of meeting the immediate needs of 
the helpless poor, but in that of bringing 
about permanent changes in their envi- 
ronment and attitude .toward life. 

And this is and must be largely the 
work of salaried officials of various 
grades, specially tfained for it and de- 
voting all their time to it. As a matter 
of fact, the charitable organizations are 
on no other point open to criticism 48 
nearly just and deserved as they are in 
this very réspect. In too many instances: 
their minor, but highly important, em- 
ployés—the district visitors and others in 
direct contact with the poor—are miser- 
ably underpaid, with the natural and iri- 
evitable result that their work suffers. 
The old-time Lady Bountiful would have 
scorned to accept remuneration for dis« 
tributing ‘‘ the smile and: the flower and 
the pound of tea” which was her idea ot 
‘* charity "and is that, unfortunately, 
of her unenlightened sons and daughters 
—but the present-day notions of philan- 
thropy are widely different from hers, 
and it is now perfectly well known that 
the “administrative ’’ expenditures usu- 
ally are, and always ought to be, the 
best, in the sense of produclng most re- 
sults, of any that are made by the chari- 
table organizations. | ; 


To psychologists and 
psychiatrists there is 
Doctors, presented, if wtt Sl 
actly a new problem, 
Not Jailers. at least a néw variant 
of a familiar one, in the case of the 
young woman up in Goshen who has 
just confessed that she wrote numerous 
letters of the kind that have come to be 
known as the products of a ‘‘ poisoned 
pen.”’ 

The previous wielders of that unpleas- 
ant and dangerous Weapon almost inva- 
riably have been méved by a desire 
to punish a particular person for a real 
or fancied wrong, and it was to this 
end that their communications have all 
been devised. That other and quite in- 
nocent persons were included in the cir- 
cle of their vengeful action was purely 
or largely incidental, and the effort was 
to hurt the object of a special animosity 
by inspiring distrust in the minds of his 
or her nearest associates. 

The Goshen case, as «reported, lacks 
this element. of the distinctly. personal,. 
for the writer of the letters sent them to 
newly engaged or newly married persons 
of whom she knew nothing except that 
she had read their names in the news- 
papers. She had her grievance, indeed 
—an unhappy love affair of. her own— 
but this, instead of starting her out on 
a determined and ruthless hunt for defi- 
nitely placed revenge, mérely inspired a 
general desire to separate the married 
arld to keep the engaged from carry!ng 
out their contracts. It was jealousy, 
disguised in the young ‘woman’s 
own mind as a wish or determi- 
nation to save others from a re- 
lation which she had persuaded her- 
self to regard as hateful. That per- 
suasion was what in the jargon of the 
new psychology is called a ‘‘ defensive 
mechanism,”’ and the followers of FrruD 
would undertake with confidence its re- 
moval by. means of “‘ psychanalysis.’’ 

Whether ofr not the victim of this emo- 
tional disturbance or obsession is mad 
depends on one’s definition of madness, 
but certainly her résponsibility for what 
she did is neither complete nor of the 
ordinary kind, and what het case de- 
mands is judicious medical treatment, 
not the penalties which a court would be 
likely to impose for such misuse of the 
mails as she has been making.

For that system General Wii claimed 
much more than the attainment of its 
first purpose—that of maintaining con- 
stantly an efficient force for national de- 
fenseé. He insisted that the good results 
of the training received while under the 
colors ‘were manifest in all the activities 
of civil life. We over here have not been

German Professors Fail to Under- 
stand “ Our Free Institutions.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We have heard from Professor Franz Boas 
of Columbia in your letter column and from 
Dr. Leonhard, sometime resident of the 
Deutsches Haus. As & Columbia alumnus I 
would like to present for their consideration 
@ phrase that oné of the revered Professors 
of the Sehool of Mines would occasionally 
use in the hours of intimate association, when 
the day’s work waa done and conversation 
drifted to current events—‘‘that gives us 
renewed confidence in. our free institutions.’’ 

Can Dr. Boas, Dr, Leonhard, Dr. Muenster- 
berg, any or all of the doctors of the German 
universities understand those three words— 
‘‘our free institutions ’’? I believe they are 
untranslatable. Dr. Butler, Dr. Hadley, and 
all the American universities, with the ald of 
Dr. Woodrow Wilson, seem unable to pre- 
sent the concept to thé Teutonic mind. For 
them one must be’ pro-German of pro-English. 

Dropping out for thé moment the middle 
word free, is any German able to under- 
stand or translate ‘‘ our institutions ’’ ? 

Of course there is ‘‘our Ka&iser,’’ but the 
idea of possession is that of the old man of 
the sea on the badk of Sinbad the Sailor, as 
opposed to the idea of possession in Robinson 
Crusoe’s raft that he constituted and put 
together himself. To be sure, the planks in 
the raft may have been timbers from an 
English ship, and to. that extent ‘‘ pro- 
British,’’ but they are ours, in a sense that 
ho Gérman seems able to conceive possession 
of anything. 

Observation on~ three trips through Ger- 
many leaves an impression in mind that. there 
is nothing in Germany, not even one button, 
that does not in theory belong to the Kaiser. 
How any people under such circumstances 
can institute anything er possess it is incon- 
ceivable. As to ‘‘frée,’’ that is a contra- 
diction in terms when applied to the nearest 
approach a German mind can make to the 
idea of ‘‘institutions.’’ Did the ‘ Bloedsin- 
nige Yankees’* ever put together a moré 
ridiculously contradictory, meaningless as- 
semblage of words! 

I respectfully propose a three-semester

After the enzymic secession of South Caro- 
lina from the Urtiion, if ‘Lincoln had not 
gone “intellectually bankrupt,’ there might 
not have been any civil war. To be sure, there 
might not have been much of a United Btates. 
If the citizens of the remnant left, however, 
cafefully treated themselves with ‘‘ alkalies 
and water’’ they could doubtless have con- 
trolled their jealousy of the Southern Con- 
federacy,.

THE PEDESTRIANS RIGHT TO GO SAFELY. — 





Significance of the Latest Ruling of the Court of Appeals ond the 
Need of a New Statute.

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Your recent editorial, “Keep Your 
Eyes Open,”’ reminds us that in the 
great street war between driver and 
pedestfian the driver Has scored an- 
other victory, while his victim has not 
yet scored. 

On June 22 of the present year in 
your columns I. called attention to the 
arrogance of the driver who has now 
for so long a time been imperatively 
blowing his horn on approachirig cross- 
walks that this gross affront, amount- 
ing to a technical assault upon the 
pédestrian, is today allowed to pass a8 
highly féspectablé usage. (Query: Will 
thé anti-noise crusade take account of 
this?) 

I pointed out a disposition in our 
Court of Appeals to deal more severely 
with the driver who runs down a pe-' 
destrian on the crosswalks, quoting 
from the case of Baker vs. Close, 204 
N. Y., 92, in which Judge Werner notes 
this distinction. . ; 

The. pedestrian whose accident led to 
this latest victory for the driver (Knapp: 
vs. Barrett, N. Y., L. J., Nov. 80, 1915,) 
and to your editorial,‘‘‘ Keep Your Byes 
Open,”’ was knocked down under the 
following circumstances: Leaving the 
rear platform of a car which made 4. 
néar side stop, and thus left him about 
thirty feet distant from the crosswalk, 
he found himself in a snow bank (near 
side stop advocates take notice) where 
he was knocked down and run over by 
an express wagon. : 

The Judge at the trial charged that 
the pedestrian must prove that he used 
erdinary care for his safety before 
crossing the street. 

The pedestrian, in this case a poor 
‘o14 carpenter, swore he had looked and 
seen nothing coming, (disputed, of 
course, by the driver,) and another wit- 
ness swore that the driver’s héad was 
turned toward the man next to him, to 
whom he was talking, and after knock- 
ing down and running over the o]d man 
the wagon continued with unchecked 
speed a considerable distance. ? 

The pedestrian paid $7 for a coach to 
take him home, $14 to the doctor, $12 
for medicine, and charged up $11 for 
& ruined suit of Glothes. The injury to 
his leg causes the bone to protrude 
‘when he tries to do carpentéring so that 
he cannot work. 

The jury gave him $3,000, and being 
only a pedestrian, he promptly consent- 
ed to take $2,000. He had not been en- 
tirely smashed up, and was in bed only 
five weeks. The accident happened five 
years ago, in 1910, and the Court of 
Appeals has just reversed the judgment 
becausé the Judge’s charge did not 
state “as matter of law’ that plaintiff 
was bound to look both ways before 
crossing, the jury being told they must 
merely be satisfied plaintiff had ex- 
ercised ordinary care for his own 
safety. 

In this case the pedestrian had the 
disadvantage of coming before a Judge 
who followed Judge Danforth of the 
Court of Appeals too literally when he 
said in Moebus vs. Herrman, 108 N. Y., 
854: 

The duty imposéd upon a wayfarer at the 
crossing of a street by the track of a rail- 
road to look both ways does not, as a mat- 
ter of law, attach to “such person when 
about to cross from one side to the other 
of a city street; 

and again took too literally Judge Wer- 
ner of the Court of Appeals when he 
,said, in Baker vs. Close, 204 N. Y., 92, 
(1912, two years after the date of our 
pedestrian’s accident): 

The rigorous rule applicable to steam rail- 
road crossings is necessarily relaxed at the 

usual street crossings, and the footman, is 
not required, as a matter of law, to look 
both ways and listen, but only to exercise 
such reasonable care as the case requires, 
This reasonable care the jury found 
the pedestrian had exercised, but thé 
Judge had not charged that ‘‘ as a mat- 
ter of law” he must look both ways 
before crossing the street, so that wheth- 
er the jury believed he had so looked or 
not he must lose his case, and one more 
obstacle must be placed in the way of

But my only object in detailing the: 
misfortunes of the pédestrian carpenter 
is that we may realize the need of a 
statute giving pedestrians some right of 
Way over crosswalks. Our admirable 
Police Department has already evolved 
a law throwing the burden of proof on 
the driver to clear himself where he 
runs down a pedestrian on the cross- 
walk. This failed to pass the last Legis- 
lature, Twenty thousand actidents and 
hearly 500 deaths in a year have done 
much to devélop public opinion. 

It was a great lesson to pedestrians 
when the Grand Jury failed to indict in 
the case of Karl Bitter, the sculptor, who 
with his wife, on the east side of Broad- 
way, opposite the Opera House, was run 
down by an automobile going south on 
the grong side of Broadway! Sincé then 
it has come to the writer’s knowledge 
that a member of another Grand Jur 
has expressed profound disgust at the 
failure of his fellow-members to indict 
automobile drivers in flagrant cases. 

Pedestrians will please, therefore, take 
warning that the Grand Jury is for the 
most part made up of the very well-to-do 
members of gociety, largely automobile 
owners. One cannot hope for indiét- 
ments from them. In several years there 
will not be a case as strong as the Karl 
Bitter case. 

Remember also that the Court of Ap- 
peals has just made it harder for the pe- 
destrian to recover in @ civil_sult. No 
one believes that adequate protection for 
pedestrians can be had from a@ system uf 


other respects, yet based on precedents 
made when buildings four stortes in 
height lined the streets and adequately 
accommodated the population, where a

BRITISH PLAN IS NO MENACE 


United States Strong Enough Finan- 
cially to Absorb Issues to be 
Mobilized in England. 


New York bankers in close touch with) 
the British Treasury said yesterday 
that they did not expect the borrow- 
ing scheme which had been formulated 
as part of the plan for the mobilization 
of British-heid American : securities to 
be resorted to save in exceptional cases. 
The ordinary - procedure. under the 
plan, according to these bankers, wil 
be the outright purchase of securities 
by the British Government and in turn 
their outright sale in this market. 

It was felt .to be. necessary to sup- 
plement the purchase scheme by a bor- 

‘\ rewing scheme to’ meet those cases in 
which the holders of American securi- 
ties in Great Britain could not or would 
not sell, but the purpose of the Gov- 
ernment, it was said, will be: better 
accompl#shed by the outright ‘sale . of 
securities in* the United States. Nor 
is it likely. that the borrowing. scheme 
under which the -English Government 
could borrow ‘securities from its Ung- 
lish holders upon the payment of a 
rate of % of 1 per cent. over. the yield 
on these securities will be resorted: to 
except in rare cases, as an_ indirect 
means of obtaining these securities for 
sale in. this market. ‘The reason for 
this is. that while .the Government re- 
serves the right ‘to sell any borrowed 
securities if need be, it undertakes in 
that event to pay the owners a pre- 
mium of 2% per cent. over the market 
price. - Securities bought outright will 
be paid. for at the’ market: price with- 
out premium. That; then, will be the 
cheapest arid most advantageous plan 
for the British Treasury. 

Market Here Not Menaced. 


Having obtained securities: by - act- 
ual purchase; the British Government 
could, of course, instead of selling them 
here, pledge them in loans, byt it is not 
likely to do this, according to the best 
informed bankers here. If a very large 
amount had to be realized quickly it 
would be easier to obtain it by borrow- 
ing on the securities than by, selling 
them, for the immediate sale of a huge 
amount would or might greatly. depress 
the market in the. particular securities 
which England might undertake. to -sell. 
But the British Government, it is said, 
is under no necessity of providing large 
new sums ‘immediately. It still has at 
its disposal a substantial portion of the 
proceeds of the ‘Anglo-French loan, and 
possibly a balance from other credits 
as well, and it is in a position, it is said, 
to proceed letedps i | with the task of 
providing addition Money out: of the 
American securities which it is now 
mobilizing. 

This will permit their gradual sale in 
amounts which this market will be 
capable of absorbing without difficulty. 
It has already shown itself able to take 
a huge amount of securities, and these, 
~80 far from causing any disturbance, 
have been distributed on a rising mar- 
ket. Bankers are convinced that under 
the conditions now prevailing the mar- 
ket can continue indefinitely to absorb 
the inflow of securities from Europe. 
Exact figures, of the amount of the se- 
curities sold since the outbreak af the 
War cannot be given, but the sum is a 
huge one. They include, besides the 
stocks and bonds shipped here, a large 
amount of securities which had: been 
held here for European account.

While these figures are named as cov- 
ering the whole period since the out- 
break of the war, the fact is that the 


great bulk of all the securities disposed 
of here sinte the start of the war have 
been sold during the last twelve months. 
There were no doubt sales of securities 
for European account during the period 
from the’end of July to the middle of 
December last year, but, the Stock Ex- 
changes being closed, no machinery. was 
available for the sale of securities on a 
very large scale. 

The total might be: swelled consider- 
ably if.to the sales since the outbreak 
of the war be added those which were 
made in the’ days: before the-war on fear 
of its coming. In the last few ar 
before the outbreak of the war all the 
countries of urope having American 
securities sold them heavily, and. some 
of them, notably Germany were sellers 
for a long time: before. the war broke 
out. Including this pre-war selling, 
bankers in close touch with German 
banking affairs put.an estimate of close 
to $1,000,000,000 on the American se- 
curities sold by Germany. 

Sales Easil Absorbed Here. 

Our ability to absorb this huge amount 
can _be traced, of. course, to the extraord- 
inary size of our credit -trade balancé 
arising out of exports of goods vastly 
exceeding the amount of goods imported. 
From Aug. 1 last year to the end. of last 
year, the net trade balance in our favor 
amounted to $265,000,000, and this year 
our credit balance in round ‘numbers 
has been $2,000,000,000, a total -trade 
balance in our favor since the war be- 
gan of $2,265,000,000. It is out of this 
that we have paid for the securities 
which we have taken back from Europe. 
We have in addition been able to lend 
great sums, as the grant of a $500,- 
000,000 loan to England. and France 
shows. Not all of this particular loan, 
however, has yet figured as an offset 
to our frade balance, for a large amount 
of the goods tobe paid for out of this 
loan has presumably not yet been 
shipped out of the country. 

It.is commonly estimated that inter- 
est and dividends on our securities 
amount to an average of 5 per cent: : On 
this: basis the repurchase of -the. stocks 
and ‘bonds which we have taken back 
‘from Europe has. reduced by - about 
$75,000,000 the amount which we have 
annually to send abroad for interest and 
dividends. The sales expécted to be 
made under the new mobilization scheme 
and other European selling are on, egy 
to bring a further large reductidn in 
the amount which will have to. be-re- 
mitted abroad for these purposes. It 
is even thought likely that the net 
amount will be reduced to nothing by 
reason of the interest which we. will 
ourselves collect on foreign loans which 
Wwe are now making. 

Inasmuch as the securities. now being 
mobilized by England are expected to 
be sold gradually. in the open market 
here, bankers believe that there will 
be no occasion to form a syndicate to 
take over the securities or to -sotul on

TRADE CHANCE IN ARGENTINA 


importer. from Buenas ‘Aires Says 
Americans Must Lengthen Credits. 


If American exporters will try to do 
business (with, Argentine merchants 
along the Hnes on which. European 
exporters have: carried on commerce 
with them, there is no reason why 
the United States should not get. the 
lion’s' share: of Argentinian trade,: in 
the opinion of N. ‘Sichirich, a promi- 
nent importer of Buenos -Aires,. who, 
with his wife and daughter, has beer 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. Otherwise, 
according to Mr; Sichirich, the busi- 
ness obtained from. Argentina on ac- 
count of the war, will. go. back to 
England, Germany, and France after 
peace has been restored. 

“I believe the Argentine Republic 
offers very large opportunities for 
your menufacturers and exporters,” 
said Mr. Sichirich yesterday, ‘if your. 
commercial. people adopt the same 
system of doing business that. Euro- 
pean houses have practised. But it is 
really. necessary that you come to 
those terms. The mierchants of Ar- 
gentina are not favoring any’ one 
country. They are patronizing. that 
part:of the world where they can ‘get 
the goods they want on. the best 
terms.’ 

“The talk of-a direct steamship line 
from New York to. Buenos Aires is 
old. People who are fathering’ such 
projects are looking to get Govern- 
ment subventions, but I do not believe 
they will succee Of course, evéry- 
body in business would like to’ get 
faster ships: and cheaper rates, but 
the Governments, particularly the 
American Government, has failed to 
show any interest‘in the enterprise. 

“Business done with Argentina has 
to be done on credit. I. have been in 
the habit of giving my customers six 
or’ eight months and at times even 
twelve. Here you ask too much. You 
practically.expect fhe money as. soon 
as the goods are put on the ship. The 
war may force some:Argentinian mer- 
chants to buy in the United States

OCTOBER FOREIGN TRADE.

The 
prosperity.. which ‘prevails in . those 
quarters is, if not a guarantee, at least a 
strong assurance against serious un- 
settlement heré, for it is evident that 
prosperity has taken deep-root in — 
country. . 

Some of the special influences with 
were making themselves felt before the 
market began its decline on the news 
concerning the Austrian note were re- 
asserting themselyes yesterday but the 
movement of the market as a whole 
was chiefly explained on the ground 
that the supply of stocks proved in- 
adequate’ to justify the decline of 
Thursday afternoon and to. permit of 
its continuance. Evidently the un- 
certainty over the outcome of our note 
to Austria—it was uncertainty rather 
than concern which was felt—did not 
suffice to call out any = substantial 
amount of stock from the hands of the 
public. The Austrian situation re- 
mained unsettled, but traders were dis- 
posed to await the dénouement with 
greater calm. 

In the bond market and in some other 
directions of the Street’s activities 
something of a lull has prevailed lately 
after’ the previous pronounced activity, 
but while .this . condition is usually 
*counterparted in. the business world 


such a. let-up in activity. ‘‘In con- 
trast to the usual experience at this 
season,” says Dun’s Review, “ there is 
no general lull apparent in the com- 
mercial world,’’ and Bradstreet’s while 
finding that there has been a lull in 
some sections records ‘‘that by and 
large activity is so steadily maintained 
that salesmen are remaining on the 
road longer than usual:at this season, 
and most reports agree that wholesale 
as well .as jobbing trade is of large 
volume.’” We are witnessing during 
this. period of activity the usual phe- 
nomenon of corporation mergers but 
our real prosperity is typified not by 
these so much as. by the profitable 
employment of the. country’s existing 
facilities for production. The past year 
has shown -the ability of our farmers 
to respond to the usual demands‘ of war 
time, just as in recent months most 
manufacturers. have’ been able for- 
tunately to bring into active tse a 
previous excess of manufacturing ca- 
pacity. . The décrease in Winter wheat 
acreage reported yesterday does -not 
necessarily point toward a decreased 
agricultural output for next - year. 
Rather it muy mean only a change in 
the proportion of the several products 


cotton acreage in the South last year 
Was accompanied by a large increase in 
the production of other crops. Not the 
Teast useful perhaps of the lessons which 
have been learned during this period 
of war is greater facility on the part 
of our producers to accommodate them- 
selves to the changing needs of the 
world’s markets. 


LONDON MARKET IS ACTIVE. 


Weakness in: American, Rallroad 
Shares Due to Diplomatic Situation. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—The supply of 
money was smaller today. The an- 
nouncement of the 5 per cent. exchequer 
bond issue hardened discount rates as 
well as. foreign treasury bills. 

The stock market was more interest- 
ing than for some time past. The lead- 


ing feature was the weakness in Ameri- 
can railroad shares due to the American- 

Austrian diplomatic situation. The ap- 
pearance of the French loan, which 
started at 7914 and advanced to on 
active dealings, together with the Brit- 
ish exchequer bond issue, adversely af- 
fected gilt-edged securities. The 4% 
per cent. war loan dropped five-eighths 
on a number of sales which, however, 
were well absorbed. Consols closed 
half a. point lower. Business in other 
divections was mostly in rubber and oil 
shares and Kaffirs at steady prices. A 
good number of American gold bonds 
also changed hands.

FERY “DIED FOR FRANCE.” 


Letter Tells How Former Columbia 
Student Fell in a Charge. 


How Alfred Lucien Pierre ery, forme || 
erly a popular member of the preset 
junior class at Columbia College, died 
for France is told in a letter his mother 
has received from a trenchmate who 
saw him fall, shot through the temple. 

Last June, Fery sailed for France, his 
native country, and underwent a course 
in military in&truction in the Frénch 
Military Academy. Completing this 
course in August, he went tothe front’ 
as an ensign. His trenchmate, whose 
name was not disclosed, wrote of Fery’s 
death in part as follows: . 

‘* Pierre fell courageously by my side. 
It happened on Sept. 26 in a trench 
taken the day before from the enemy. 
I occupied with my section a branch of 
the trench, part of which’ was still in 
the hands of the enemy. The‘order ‘was 
given to take the ‘entire theneti by a 
mass attaek.with hand grenades. There 
was a desperate fight. After a short 
time reinforcements became necessary, 
as one section was not sufficient for | 
the task. 

‘The section commanded by Fery was 
called. upon: In Order to’ Teach wg iti} 
was necessary to. pass through an. un- 
protected slope. The ensign approached 
it with part of his men. The fight still 
raged. Still more’ men’ were. neédéd. 
Fery went back to get the remainder 
of his troops. By the time he came for- 
ward again daylight was approaching. 

‘‘The Ensign came out of the trench. 
The man in front of him fell, but Fery 
did not go back. Without:a moment’s 
hesitation he proceeded, but fell also. 
A ball had passed through his temple. 
In the evening, when the fighting had 
stopped, I went back to where he had 
fallen. I had two men carry him to: the 
rear. ‘The Sergeant Major and -the 
Chaplin put him in a‘coffin and ‘he was 
buried with religious ceremony ‘at ‘the 
Petit Sanis Cemetery, in the Province 
oy Calais. ; 

“ His resting place is marked with a 
metal plate bearing his name,.. under 
which is siven his rank, his glorious 
end, ard ‘Died for France.'”
